TO SAVE HUSBAND

Mme. Calllaux Deseribes 
Tragedy In Which She Shot 
Editor of Paris Figaro, 


GIVES DETAILS TO COURT 


Fears That More Letters Would Be 
Published Caused Taking Law 
in Own Hands. 


HOLDS STAND FOR MANY HOURS 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, March 24.— France and the repub- 
lic have need of you. I do not want you to 
sacrifice yourself.“ 

The foregoing note was left by Mme. Call- 
laux for her husband, the minister of finance. 
just before she started to the office of Figaro 
to pay the fatal call upon M. Gaston Cal- 
mette, its editor, a week ago yesterday. 

Mme. Caillaux underwent today a five hour 
interrogation in the office of Magistrate Bou- 
card in the Palais de Justice. She told in 
detail of her movements during the hours be- 
fore her assassination of Calmette, and de- 
ascribed the impulses that led to that act. 
She said she left the note for her husband 
under the fear that he was intending violence 


against the editor. 
Her motive, she declared, was fear that 
Figaro would publish private correspondence. 


Wanted to Warn Calmette. 

„ did not intend to kill M. Calmette: I 
wanted only to give him warning.” 

This assertion was made by Mme. Cail- 
lau as the climax of her dramatic story 
of the shooting. 

Mme. Caillaux told of her cordial greeting 
) editer when she reached the Figaro 
office. 

“No doubt you know the object of my 
visit,” she had said to the editor. 

„No,“ replied M. Calmette. “ Won't you 
sit down.” He then lighted ea lamp and 
placed it near the desk. 


Frantic, She Opens Fire. 

„Frantic at finding myself in semi-obscur- 
ity facing the man who had maligned my 
husband, my presence in the office known to 
all.“ Mme. Caillaux said dramatically, “I 
drew the revolver, and, taking careful eim, 
fired low.“ 

“Yes, indeed,“ interrupted M. Boucard, 
% J observed that two bullets lodged in the 
base of the bookcase. But how do you 
explain the wound in the chest of M. Calm- 
ette, who was behind the desk?

Sought Advice of Counsel. 

When the interrogation began Magistrate 
Boucard asked Mme. Caillaux to describe 
fully her actions on March 16, the day of the 
shooting. The prisoner answered in a col- 
lected manner. She said: 

„ Shortly after 8 o'clock in the morning 1 
received Fernand Monier, chief judge of the 
civil tribunal of the Siene, with whom I had 
spoken, as I have previously told you, on the 
question whether any legal means existed to 
prevent the publication of my private let- 
ters in the Figaro. 

„Judge Monier was unable to make any 
suggestion as to how to preventit. He left 
my house at 8:30. 4 

Arranged for Herrick Dinner. 

“TI then answered a telephone call from 
the foreign office, when Pierre de Fouquieres, 
assistant master of ceremonies, inquired 
what time I and my husband would go to 
dinner at the Italian embassy that evening.

STUBBORN FIGHT | 
BEFORE TORREON 


Second Day of Bloody Battle 
Continues at Gomez Pal- 


acio; Reports Vary. 
REBELS CLAIM VICTORY. 


Villa Fails to Confirm Optimistic 
Dispatches; Both Sides 
Lose Heavily. 


Juarez Mexico, March 24.—Roseate ru- 
mors and “ official reports of the onward 
sweep of Gen. Francisco Villa and his vie- 
torious rebels kept this city in a state of 
gratified excitement today, but the optimism 
was dashed somewhat by the receipt of an 
Associated Press dispatch from Chihuahua 
quoting an official dispatch to the effect that 
fighting continues at Gomez Palacio. 

It was announced officially in the course of 
the forenoon that Gomez Palacio, three 
miles from Torreon, was taken last night 
at 9 o’clock and that Gen. Villa had ordered 
supplies sent direct to Torreon. 

Next came word that Gen. Eugenio Aguirro 
Benavides had captured two federal bar- 
racks in Torreon itself. This information 
was conveyed in a private telegram from 
Col. Trevino, one of Benavides’ staff officers, 
to his brother in Juarez. 


Rebel Victories Not Confirmed. 
Finally Gen. Manuer Chao, military gov- 
ernor of the state of Chihuahua, now in this 
city to greet Gen. Carranza, received a pri- 
vate repert that Gen. Velasco, the federal 
commander at Torreon, had surrendered. 

Gen. Chao accepted the report with reserve, 
however, and telegraphed to Gen. Villa ask- 
ing for confirmation or denial. After two 
hours he had received no reply. 

The dispateh from Chihuahua gave rise to 
all manner of conjectures. It was the first 
direct news telegram of the day, but it was 
argued that the official report quoted in it 
did not necessarily disprove previous re- 
ports of fighting in Torreon, or even that 
Villa did not actually have Gomez Palacio 
in his possession last night. 

The report might mean, it was conjec- 
tured, that the federale, as a part of the 
general battle, might have returned to Gomes 
Palacio and renewed the fight, while other 
forces were engaged in Torreon, three miles 


away. 


Bloodiest Battle of Revolution. 

At Gomes Palacio, a few miles north and 
east of Torreon, the most bloody battle of 
the Constitutionalists’ revolution was 
fought yesterday. 

Today the field hospital at El Verjel was 
crowded with wounded, which streamed into 
El Verjel as fast as they could be returned 
from the front. Given emergency atten- 
tion here the seriously wounded were has 
tened on to the general hospital at Berme- 
Allo. The federal loss appears to have been 
much heavier than that of the rebels.

Mexico City, March 24.—President Huer- 
ta’s financial stress will be relieved by a 
plan adopted today, which will bring into the 
treasury 100,000,000 pesos, approximately, at 
the present exchange, which is practically 
three to one, $33,000,000 mn gold. Fifty mil- 
lion pesos will be immediately available; the 
balance as required. 

The result will be the resumption on April 
1 of the interest payments on the foreign 
debt, suspended on Jan. 12, and the early 
revocation of the 50 per cent advance in im- 
port duties recently imposed as a war meas- 
ure, all of which will be set forth in a de- 
cree to be issued within a day or two. 


Treasury Notes to Be Issued. 

The plan involves the issuance of treasury 
notes against the unsold balance of bonds 
authorized in May, 1913, to the amount of 
$100,000,000, for a portion of which a Paris 
bank syndicate subscribed, but, of which 
practically half remain unsold. These bonds 
are to be placed with the Mexican banks 
at 30 per cent of their face value, the banks 
to issue them at the legal ratio of three to 
one. The bonds are secured by the pledge 
of 16 per cent of the customs. 
| The bankers have agreed to take the bonds 

in question and the plan is only awaiting the 
signature of President Huerta to become 
effective. 


Arms Received at W 

The first installment of arms and ammuni- 
tion sent by the United States war depart- 
ment to the American embassy for the pro- 
tection of American citizens in the event of 
disturbances in the federal capital was de- 
livered today. 

The consignment, which includes 250 rifles 
and two machine guns, had been held at the 
customs house under orders issued by Pro- 
visional President Huerta for fourteen days.

VICTORY IN DOUBT AT GUERRERO 
Laredo, Tex., March 24.—Conflicting reports 
of the battle between Mexican Constitutional - 
ists and federals came to Laredo today from 
the isolated scene of yesterday’s engagement 
near Guerrero, sixty miles south of this 
city on the Rio Grande. 

An official federal dispatch, given out in 
Nuevo Laredo, stated Gen. Guardiola re- 
pulsed the rebels after nine hours’ fighting 
and that they took with them in retreat five 
wagons loaded with wounded, besides leav- 
ing many dead on the field. It was said that 
many Constitutionalists fied to the Unit- 
ed States during the fighting. 

It was admitted Guardiola withdrew to San 
Ygnacio after the reported retreat of the 
rebels. 

Constitutionalist reporte were confficting, 
but all claimed a substantial victory. The 
capture of Guerrero, which had been held by 
Guardiola, was claimed. It is regarded here 
as probable that both sides retreated with no 
material advantage.

REALTY PLATS NEAR DONE 


Boulevard Property Owners May 
Haye to Pay Two-Thirds 
of Cost.

President George A. Schilling of the board 
of local improvements promised yesterday 
that work win be started today and rushed 
with vigor om the proposed boulevard link 
connecting the sduth park with the Lincoln 
park system. It is planned to work em- 
ployés. overtime at nights to expedite this 
7, 800 000 improvement. The necessary peti- 
tion will be filed in the County court today, 
It is expected Judge Owens will appoint the 
commission to spread the assessment. This 
is little more than a formality. . 

The commissian appointed some time ago 
when the first petition was filed was Walter 
H. McDoneld and Thomas J. Powers, to- 
gether with E. J. Glackin, superintendent of 
special assessments of the board of local im- 
provements. 


Ordinance Corrected Now. 

The first ordinance contained some error 
im the technical description of real estate 
affected by the improvement. For that rea- 
son the state Supreme court declared the ordi- 
nance invalid. These mistakes have been 
corrected and the ordinance was passed by 
the council Monday evening by unanimous 
vote. «a 

While the first ordimance was being taken 
to the state Supreme court the commission 
wae busy spreading the assessment, and is 
gaid to have completed the plats for the 
property between North avenue and Forty- 
fifth street. This work will continue ata 
rate which will insure its completion before 
the end of the year, according to Mr. Glackin. 
President Schilling said he hoped it would be 
finished in five or six months. 


Region Affected in Doubt. 

Over what territory the assessment will be 
spread has not been definitely decided. On 
the first ordinance all property from Sixty- 
third street to the city limits on the north 
was scheduled for assessment within two to 
four blocks in the extended line of the im- 
provement. 

“ Technically, it is for the court to decide 
what propert, will be benefited by the im- 
provements and therefore what property 
should be taxed for it,’’ explained President 
Schilling. The court will appoint a com- 
mission to investigate that subject carefully 
and make its recommendation. That work 
is pretty well along and I think should be 
finished in five or six morths. 

The whole improvement will cost a little 
more than $7,000,000. Of this the elevated 
roadway and the double decked bridge and 
other construction will eat up about §2,300,- 
000. The remainder is necessary for the land 
and buildings it will be necessary for the 
city to take in order to make the improve- 
ment. 


.  &pportionment of Cost. 

“The property along Michigan boulevard 
and the line of the improvement will obtain 
by far the most benefit from lt and must 
necessarily bear the major portion of the 
cost. Other property will not receive so much 
benefit and the assessment on that will be 
emalier.”’ 

What part of the improvement will be 
charged up against general taxation?’ was 
asked. 

„at has not been decided.“ replied Mr. 
Schilling. ‘‘ The city as a whole will benefit. 
I personally believe, not less than one-third 
of the whole benefit. The taxpayers gener- 
ally should pay one-third of the cost, if that 
be the benefit they receive.“ 

After the commiesioners approve the rol! 
property owners will be permitted to make 
any objections they see fit. The expediting 
of this feature of the preliminary work lies 
principally with the county judge. If the 
assessment is satisfactory to every one con- 
cerned, no appeal from the decision of the 
County court will be taken, so that actual 
construction work might be started in the

Dr. Hektoen, Who Was Sent te Ken- 
tucky, Makes Report. 


Dr. William H. Wilder announced yester- 
day that, as the result of a second autopsy 
made on the body of Mrs. Laure Wilder 
Simpson, he is certain his daughter acci- 
dentally killed herself. 

Mrs. Simpson, a popular graduate of the 
University of Chicago, was found dead in 
Lexington, Ky., on Feb. 22. She had been 
shot through the head. A revolver was near 
the body. 

She was found by her husband, Lawes 
Simpson, and physicians declared she had 
been dead two hours. A coroner’s jury re- 
turned an open verdict, which, complicated 
by local Lexington gossip, tended to cast an 
anohymous suspicion of murder over the 


affair.

Nake Second Post-Mortem. 

The body was disinterred last Saturday 
and a second post mortem examination was 
made by experte They found from powder 
burns that the shot had been fired close to 
the head, and undoubtedly had been fired by 
Mrs. Simpson herself. As there was no rea- 
son for suicide, this, as Dr. Wilder says, 
clearly indicates she came to her death 
through accident and clears up any mystery 
for all time.

„There were no powder marks on the skin, 
but the deeper tissues about the wound of 
entrance were blackened by powder through- 
out an area about one inch in width above and 

hind the performation in the skull andtoa 
lesser extent below and in front. The tissues 
were split into layers, the surfaces of which 
were blackened. The margin of the perfora- 
on in the skull at one point was burned. 
he coverings of the brain and inner surface 

f the skull about the perforation showed 
some blackening also. 


| Reports on Conclusion. 
» From the results of this examination we 
nclude that death was caused by a bul- 
et wound of the head. Further, that the 
hot was fired at a very close range, because 
f the severity of the injuries inflicted and 
because while there were no marks of pow- 
der, on the skin there was powder deeper in 
the wound.” 
A copy of the report has been sent to the 
coroner in Lexington.

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BW old families there are whose record 
is more closely interwoven with na- 
tional history on both side of the At- 
lantic than the Setons, who have just 
lost one of their most gallant sons 
through the death at an advanced age of Sir 
William Seton, Laird of Pitmedden, in Aber- 
deenshire. ’ 

Like Field Marshal | 

d boast of having seen active service 
both in the navy and in the army. being a 
midshipman. when he took part in the Per- 
sian war of 1856 and in the storming of 
Bushire and an efficer in the army when he 
fought throtigh the Indian mutiny and the 
Afghan war. 

He is succeeded as tenth baronet and in the 
possession of his ancestral home of Cushnie 
by his only son, now Sir John Seton, a sol- 
dier like searly all of his ancestors, being a 
retired captain of royal artillery. He is still 
unmarried. 

Next in the line of succession comes hig 
father’s younger brother, Capt. Charles 
Seton, also a veteran of the English army and 
of the Afghan wars, and who makes his 
home at Guthrie, Okla. 

* — 

The most notable representativo of the 
‘Ameri¢tan Setons at the present time is 
Monsignor Robert. Seton, archbishop of 
Heliopolis, who, after spending a number of 
years at Rome as cangn of the Lateran 
basilica, is now returning to America to 
spend the remainder of his days in his native 
land. | 
Hs ie the last of the Setons of Parbroath, 
whose ancestor came to New York at the 
beginning of the sighteenth century and mar- 
ried a Miss Curzon of Baltimore. 

One of them, Elizabeth, wife of William 
Seton, after the death of her husband, de- 
voted herself to the foundation in Frederick 
county, Md., of the first house of the Sisters 
of Charity in the United States. She is now 
in process of canonization at Rome. 

She was the grandmother of Archbishop 
Robert Seton and of hie elder brother, the 
late Col. William Seton, who distinguished 
himself in the civil war, particularly in the 
battle of Antietam, where he was badly 
wounded.

In the rear por 
tion of the skull is a figure of Time with an- 
other legend from Horace. The upper part 
of the skull bears representations of Adam 
and Eve in the Garden of Eden and of the 
crucifixion, each with a Latin legend. Be- 
tween these soenes is open work, so as to 
let out the sound when the watch strikes 
the hours on a small silver bell, which fills 
the hollows of the skull ‘and receives the 
works within it when the watch ts ut. 

Another relic of Mary Seton isan exquisite 
miniature of Mary Qquee 2 of Scots, presented 
to her by the sovereign, which was inherited 
from his elder brother by Archbishop Robert 
Seton. who enjoys the distinction of being 
the enly Roman Catholic prelate of Amer 
ican birth who has ever been admitted to 
and graduated from the Academia Nobile 
Ecclesiastica at Rome, which is restricted 
exclusively to theological students of noble 
birth, and from which the nuncios and diplo- 
matio officials have been mainly recruited.

There are some Scotch genealogiste who in- 
sist that Archbishop Seton is entitled to the 
marquisate of Huntly, and there are several 
claimants to the old Seton earldom of Win- 
ton, among them, 1 understand, Ernest 
Thompson Seton, author of “ Wild Animals 
I Have Known,” and George Seton Anderson, 
a native of Liverpool. 

Whatever pretensions they may have are 
based on an alleged marriage of the fifth and 
last Earl of Winton, who, after being im- 
prisoned in the Tower of London and sen- 
tenced to death for hig loyalty to the Btuart 
dynasty, managed to effect his escape to the 
continent and lived for a time first at the 
court of France and then at Rome. The 
closing years of his life and the circum- 
stances of his death and burial are wrapped 
in mystery. 

It is alleged that this fifth earl was married 
to the daughter of a Scotch physician named 
McKlear, and, if the certificate of this mar- 
riage could be found, either in Scotland or 
on the continent of Europe, where the greater 
part of the fifth Earl of Winton’s life was 
passed, the claimants might be able to es- 
tablish their right to the peerage, though 
not to the estates. .

cut each stick into three inch pieces. Put a 
pint of water and three-fourths of a pound of 
loaf sugar in a shallow stewpan, copper or 
earthenware, boil up and skim,.add a few drops 
of cochineal and one tablespoonful of lemon 
juice, place in the rhubarb, and let it stew very 
gently until the fruit is sufficiently tender. 
It should not actually boil, otherwise the rhu- 
barb will look unsightly. Allow it to cool in 
the sirup. When ready for table take up the 
pieces carefully and place them in a glass 
dish, pour over some of the sirup, and serve 
with whipped cream or custard. 

“RHUBARB FRITTERS.— Wipe six to eight 
sticks of rhubarb and cut them into two inch 
pieces. Prepare a batter with four ounces of 
sifted flour, a pinch’ of salt, a gill of milk, and 
the whites of two eggs whisked. Let this stand 
for an hour or 30, then dip the pieces of rhu- 
barb in the battér so as to ‘cover well each 
piece, drop them into hot fat or clarified drip- 
ping; and fry till a golden brown. Drain the 
fritters on a cloth or paper, dredge them. well 
with castor sugar, and dish up in a pile on 
a hot dish. Serve hot. Note—If liked the rhu- 
bard can be Parboiled in a gr and drained 
before being fried. 

—— 


“RHUBARB JAM.—Select the rhubarb ripe, 
trim and wipe it with a cloth, then cut into 
inch long pieces and weigh the fruit. To each 
pound allow twelve ounces of preserving sugar 
and the thinly cut rind of half a lemon, shred- 
ded finely. Put the fruit; sugar and lemon rind 
in-a basin’ and let it stand over night.. Next 
morning put the cortents of the basin in a pre- 
serving pan and allow it to boil, remove the 
scum, and fast for about an hour. Test its 
consistency dy pouring a little of it in a saucer 
or plate; if it sets it is ready to be put into jam 
pots, while the preserve is still hot: if not set 
enough reduce. a little longer. Cover the pots 
with parchment papers and tie them with thin 
string. Keep the jam in 4 cool, but dry place. 
Note—A teaspoonful of ground ginger added 
to each two pounds of fruit improves the flavor 
of this jam.“ 

Another recipe for Banana and Rhubarb 
Pudding” -is for a pudding in a crust to be 
steamed or baked—two hours for steaming, less 
for baking—in which there are layers of rhu- 
darb and bananas with moist sugar, half tea- 
and a little water. 
Before the pastry lining is put into the mold 
the latter is spread with two ounces of butter 
and two of sugar créamed. together, thus sweet- 
ening the crust. —

The letter is an answer to ene sent out by 
the Chicago Teachers’ federation. The board 
contends that the federation is attempting 
to increase its membership by claiming credit 
for the raise to teachers. 

After voting viva voce to send the letter 
to all teachers some of the members regret- 
ted the action, and an attempt may be made 
to prevent mailing t e con ications. The 
argument used will be that it means an er- 
penditure of money and a roll call was not 
taken to see if there were eleven votes. 


Letter Ordered Sent by Board. 

The letter the board ordered printed and 
sent out follows: 

To principals and teachers: The board 
of education takes pleasure in informing 
you that it has been found possible to grant 
to nearly all classes of teachers a moderate 
increase in salary. 

“In this connection we desire to say that 
it has at all times been the disposition of the 
board to make salaries of teachers as libera] 
as the resources at our command will per- 
mit. It has becn simply and solely a question 
of getting sufficient money. 

We understand that various individuals 
and organizations are trying to make teach- 
ers believe it was through their influence that 
these salary advances were secured. Please 
be assured that such is not the case. 

In granting these salary increases this 
board was actuated solely and exclusively 
By appreciation for the services of the teach- 
ing force and by the fact that we found our- 
selves in posseasion of sufficient money to 
meet the increased schedules.“ 


Holpuch Issues Statement. 

Trustee Joseph A. Holpuch issued a state- 
ment following the board’s action which he 
said was the consensus of opinion of the 
members, brought out at a caucus of the 
members.
